1. To choose a town clerk, a town treasurer, a 
collectcr of taxes, one selectman for three years, 
one selectman for two years, one auditor for three 
years, one trustee of trust funds for three years, one 
library trustee for three years, one road agent, a 
superintendent of cemeteries, and two police for the 
ensuing year. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


3. To see if a discount will be allowed on property 
taxes paid before a certain date to be later set by the 
Selectmen. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to sell Town Pro- 
perty taken on tax title. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
plowing of door yards. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to provide a new 
Dump, to be located on the Boyce property at the 
center. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Selectmen to hire a secretary who shall be responsible 
to them for the purely clerical work as outlined in the 
1961 Annual Report under the title of “The Select- 
men’s Job’, and who shall also meet with them at 
their regular monthly meetings when requested to 
do so. 


8. To see if the Town will reconsider the vote 
to give up the use of the old Town House, and in- 
stead, vote in favor of making necessary repairs to 
the building in order to make use of it hereafter as 
a polling place for elections, and to preserve the old 
building for posterity. 


9. To consider the Budget as posted, and to 
raise and appropriate the necessary sums to satisfy it. 


10. To consider any other matter which may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

Seleetmen’s Review of °62 





Here are some of the things which have concerned us during 
the past year. 


Pemigewasset River Bridge. The steel plates “picked up” in 
places and became a hazard to traffic. A State bridge engi- 
neer looked the bridge over for us, and outlined a $10,000 job. 
As things turned out, Mr. Haartz loaned his sledge hammer 
and the plates were hammered back into place. It does not 
follow however, that the bridge engineer was entirely wrong. 
We must contemplate his prediction. The steel rollers have 
not been cleaned out, but we did get the trees cut which were 
infringing on the bridge at the East end. 


Town Dump. The dump location on Charles Kimball’s pro- 
perty was condemned last year. By employing an attendant at 
times, and through the cooperation of Mr. Kimball, we have 
gotten through another year. A new location has been found. 
There are prescribed regulations to be followed and the pro- 
ject calls for an appropriation. 


Town Map. We solicited the help of the State in making a 
town map. This has become necessary because of the current 
trend to divide many old properties into small lots with new 
owners. The map will be mounted and will be used to pin-point 
the various properties with a file system giving the name and 
address of owners. We got Charles Ouellet to put up a wall 
mount for the map. 


Town Office. The Selectmen are required to meet only once 
a month but this is not the extent of their use of the town 
office. The tendency to make use of the room for catch-all 
storage space should be discouraged, and a more business-like 
environment made possible if the town expects the best efforts 
from the men elected. No new equipment has been provided 
since Charlie Descary was a Selectman and brought with him 
a metal file cabinet! Some thought should be given to setting 
up the office in keeping with the importance it represents to 
the town over the years. 


Town Property. We have sold two properties and they are 
back on the tax list. Rent has been collected on other proper- 
ties owned by the town. The Town’s interest in this sort of 
problem is in good shape. 


U. S. Forest Service Camp Ground. We made an effort to 
have the U. S. Forest Service give Thornton recognition for 
the new Camp Ground at Mad River. In this we were not suc- 
cessful. However, the “Campton Camp Ground” is in Thornton. 
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Mobile Homes. Everywhere, including in Thornton, there has 
been an increasing use of “Mobile Homes.” Manufacturers 
have apparently made sales on the premise that they offer a 
good way for ducking property taxes. When one of these is 
set up as a home it ceases to be a vehicle and must be taxed 
as a small modern home — which it is. The depreciation be- 
comes negligible compared with a vehicle. 


Horses. In the past, all horses have been taxed. This year 
someone smarter than we are discovered that the law (as now 
on the books) applies to work horses only! This town has no 
“race horses” but we do have “saddle horses,” and this year 
we did not tax the saddle horses. 


Railroad Crossings. The Town was required to replace ad- 
vance warning signs at two Crossings this year. To-day these 
signs cost about $30 per set! Clayton Ham made the signs for 
his Crossing, -- proving that Yankee ingenuity is not dead, 
and we are grateful to him for saving this expense to the 
Town. 


Civil Defense. In any real analysis, civil defense is every 
man for himself. But are you really prepared to “go it alone?” 
Every town is required to have a Civil Defense Director, and 
in the absence of an appointed official, the Chairman of 
Selectmen must take over. You will be helping yourself to co- 
operate with him when asked to do so. 


Property Appraising. It seemed advisable this year to obtain 
the services of Mr. Robert Laduke, chief appraiser for the 
State Tax Commission. He was with us for one day at small 
expense to the town, and the Selectmen profited from this con- 
tact with him. 


Perambulating. The word means “on foot” -- and this is of 
course rather out-moded to-day. The Law requires perambulat- 
ing the Town lines. Money appropriated for the job has not 
been spent. Perhaps the Cub Scouts or the PTA members 
would like to volunteer for this! Except that one of the Select- 
men should chisel the date and his initials on the corner posts 
when they are found! 


The Old School Bell. Some of our folks regret the loss of the 
school bell at West Thornton, and we inquired into the possi- 
bility of reclaiming it for the town. The present owners of 
the school building do not wish to part with the bell. Such 
bells are valued possessions today! There is a lesson to be 
learned from this experience. 
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The Old Town Meeting House. This old building unquestion- 
ably has tradition value which will increase with the years. 
If the town keeps the building in repair, it may mean a lot 
to future generations of our citizenry, and continue to be use- 
ful in the meantime. The estimated cost for new roofing, 
which is needed, amounts to $1,000. 


We realize that a vote was taken to give up the old build- 
ing. However the Town’s use of the Activities Room at the 
Consolidated School has introduced some challenging problems, 
and we deemed it advisable not to relinquish the use of the 
building at this time. School Supt. Bowie kindly agreed to 
suspend classes being held in the Activities Room so that the 
November election could be legally held as posted. 


If History is Important. And it is. This is the year to record 
the erection of Clifton Shores’ dairy barn and Russel] Gil- 
man’s new barn and garage. Most of the big “Old Homestead” 
barns around town are fast disappearing for want of any 
present use. This year also found George Fadden busy re- 
building the home destroyed by fire last Winter, -- and a 
mild real estate boom took place at Mad River -- mostly camps 
and cottages. At the same time, several commercial proper- 
ties along the Daniel Webster Highway have remained closed 
and the store and post-office building at West Thornton has 
not been re-placed.

A LOOK TO THE FUTURE 








The Status Quo. Thornton needs to re-appraise itself as a 
town, -- in consideration of present-day demands and oppor- 
tunities. We must recognize changes which are taking place, 
turning some of them into advantages, and preventing others 
from becoming disadvantages. No town stands still. Either 
it moves forward, or it falls behind. And in today’s fast mov- 
ing developments, even to maintain the status quo, is actually 
to fall behind! 


Planned Development. In planning for the future, we learn 
from the past. In the past, most of the economy in Thornton 
has been hitched directly or indirectly to the forest area where 
we live. Today, this may still be our greatest resource. 


New Interstate 93, when completed, will act as a “vent” 
for the exploding population in the cities. People can leave 
crowded conditions and city tensions, and even dangers, and 
in a very short space of time find themselves surrounded by 
National Forest, -- in a town with classified pure mountain 
streams, -- and in a beautiful valley where they are handy to 
both the Mountains Region to the North and the Lakes Region 
to the South. 


We shall have here in Thornton what hundreds will be look- 
ing for. And the new express highway makes it a practical 
proposition. 


Our objective should be to attract those who are able to 
make substantial investments of the kind which can mean 
something to our taxable Inventory. Our planning should be 
aimed at making Thornton the kind of town to warrant such 
investments. 


Zoning. If we realize what our resources provide for, we can 
protect investments that can result from these resources. The 
desirable property along our pure streams will be built upon, 
and certainly we should have a building code designed to pre- 
vent squatter type development which can mean little to the 
Town. 


Our best residential section, the area now served by the 
Campton Reservoir, should be sensibly zoned to protect in- 
vestments. 


Trailer Courts and even second hand auto yards can be in 
prospect and should also be regulated, before it is too late. 


Our Stake in the National Forest. The National Forest is im- 
portant to our town. We should explore the possibilities which 
the old CCC Campground on Daniel Webster Highway may 
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hold, for new use and development. Some consideration seems 
due us from the U. S. Forest Service -- which currently is dis- 
tributing a publicity folder of the area without showing the 
Town of Thornton at all. (Campton and Woodstock are plain- 
ly indicated.) 


Water Resources. Natural pure water for recreational pur- 
poses is becoming more and more important. It is in limited 
supply in a fast growing population! Thornton has a long 
river frontage on the Pemigewasset, and the value of the pro- 
perty along the river will become important to the Town when 
the river is made useful again to all of the people. The river 
is one of Thornton’s principal undeveloped resources. 


Local Maintenance — Public Dump. A dump can be a nuisance 
and expense unless attended. It should be fenced, and opened 
once a week (under supervision) for the use of local house- 
holders. Commercial users and those requiring more frequent 
service would pay for a special permit, and be issued a key. 
The new Dump introduces the possibility of having a “Town 
Yard” for highway materials, etc. 


Delegating Bookkeeping details. Considering the time that 
they have available to give to the Town, the Selectmen are 
overworked! By assigning purely clerical work to someone 
else, the Selectmen would have more time to give to matters 
which require a Board of three men working together. 
Wouldn’t this be a better alternative to increasing their pay? 


Now — Let’s Look a Moment - at the “Assessment Statistics,” 
printed on the following page. What do they mean to you? 
Really, quite a lot! Notice for instance that while the taxes 
committed, increased about 13%, our net valuation (on which 
tax revenue is raised) increased about 2%. Notice also that 
credits received from the State (Income other than local 
taxes) decreased about 24% this year. (Tax Rate up 15%.) 
This does not make a very good picture of “Progress.” It is 
the reason for our interest in looking into the future with you! 


Citizen Participation. Selectmen need to give necessary time 
to their work -- and citizens need to cooperate with them. For 
instance, putting together a reasonable building code or zon- 
. Ing regulations requires the work and study of a committee. 
There are other committees necessary, if we explore other ob- 
jectives we have mentioned here. And there is still the chance 
(suggested by the Architect) to landscape the new school 
building to make the building easier to heat. 


Promoting the Town of Thornton. Never encourage “the tail 
to wag the dog.” Have your friends address you at Thornton 
in care of the correct postal address -- either Campton RFD 
or West Thornton. And while you are about it, have them 
spell out New Hampshire! It’s a mark of distinction to be 
proud of your town and state.

| APPLES and PEARS 


It is difficult to compare the value of an apple 
with the value of a pear. So if you compare your tax 
with the tax of a neighbor, consider if the two proper- 
ties are really alike. You must consider other values 
besides those that are on the surface. 


Passing traffic, for instance, usually makes value. 
An owner may display a sign if there is traffic, and 
sell his vegetables, maple syrup, Christmas trees, — 
even the property itself. This sort of value is quite 
generally recognized. Therefore it is more important 
to consider as valuable, than some other values not so 
generally recognized, —and: not so easy to sell! 


An artist may look for a good view, —or a Senti- 
mentalist will pay dearly for an old District School 
building, and even cherish an ink spot left on the 
floor! These are values to be considered, but they are 
less important values because they are more difficult 
to prove, and they interest fewer people. 


Most people to-day prefer to live close to the vil- 
lage - close to the post office - store - school and 
transportation, - even close to a fire hydrant! And 
there is a greater demand for a small home to-day, 
than a rambling farm home or mansion. Your neigh- 
bor may have more roofs than you do, but were they 
built for some use which is still important to-day? 


And when you compare values with property 
“just like” your own, are you sure that you are not 
being influenced by appearance instead of funda- 
mentals? The flowers, shrubs and the paint that 
you see, are more related to the value of the citizen 
living in the house than to the real property he is liv- 
ing in. 
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A well kept property indicates a valuable citizen. 
A run down property may indicate an unfortunate 
citizen. Or he may be just a chiseler - thinking to 
avoid taxes by appearances he is living with. 


_ Now-a-days - more than ever, it becomes neces- 
sary to consider the inside of a dwelling. In times 
past you knew there was a “Privy”, and it didn’t 
much matter whether there was or not. But to-day 
is there an “inside toilet” and if so, is it a make-shift 
one in the old chimney hole behind the kitchen stove, 
or is it a modern “Bath” with heat from the central 
system? And about the kitchen stove, - is it a black 
iron antique (not taxable) or is it a modern built-in 
one (which is) ? 


And so - we have been discussing “apples and 
pears” and we know now that some are sweet, some 
sour and caulky, some firm and sound and others 
have soft spots. And perhaps we have discovered a 
way of being more fair in our judgments.

Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New 
Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545. In 
the same period, the cost to the cities and towns for con- 
trol of such fires for which no responsibility could be plac- 
ed cost another $24,634. What utter waste of tax money 
and what shameful and needless loss of timber and esthetic 
values in the 2200 acres burned. Residences, farms, and 
other business places were threatened with possible total 
destruction. 


Carelessly set man-caused fires can be prevented if every 
citizen remembers his responsibility in regard to any source 
of fires in the open. We can help to keep our fire loss low 
by remembering these simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, 
obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. Sea- 
sonal permits may be issued for approved inciner- 
ators and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry 
windy weather and preferably burning late in the 
day. 

4. Have something to keep the fire under control — 


pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom 
for grass fires or shovel will help. 


Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 


If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire 
out of control, report promptly to your warden or 
fire department. Continue to fight it until help 
arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into the 
hands of children. It is never too early for parents to in- 
stall in the child’s mind a respect for fire. 


Keep our town safe from fire. 


In 1962 we had 3 fires. 
We burned 1% acres. 
Permits issued - 51.

SUPERINTENDENT'S ANNUAL REPORT 


It is difficult year after year to make a signi- 
ficant report to you because necessarily there is a 
great deal of sameness in the work we are doing with 
your children. Therefore I will try to confine this 
report mostly to other areas of educational philosophy 
and fact that should be of interest. 


I was pleased when all four of our teachers de- 
cided to return again this year. When you can get 
and hold good teachers, better education for the 
children usually results and our progress to date has 
been more than satisfactory. 


I would mention that most of our series of text- 
books have now reached the point where they are 
nearly worn out and we must begin to replace books 
in the various areas. We cannot afford to replace 
all of them at once so over the next two or three 
years I shall be requesting an added amount of 
money for books to accomplish this. I hope, however, 
to be able to get along with less funds in some of the 
other areas where I have financial responsibility so 
that there will be little increase in the total budget 
because of this. 


The school lunch program is operating well as 
always. Through the efforts of the Supervisor and at 
no cost to the district, we were able to purchase a 
Commercial-type mixer for the program. It is a 
great help. The mixer allows the cook to take ad- 
vantage of the surplus commodities that are dis- 
tributed which in turn makes the program cost less. 


I hope the people in the district have not forgot- 
ten that we still are in need of another regular class- 
room at the school. The activity room that formerly 
served as a lunch room and gathering place for school 
activities both during the day and some evenings is 
missed greatly. Any school will operate more effi- 
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ciently where there is a place for children to go for 
music and audio-visual activities such as films and 
television as well as other general meetings. It also is 
most difficult for the teacher to operate under a situ- 
ation where periodically an entire room has to be 
changed because of necessary meetings concerning 
town affairs. It was with reluctance that I closed 
school and used up one of our extra days for the elec- 
tion last Fall but there seemed to be no alternative. 


People in the district should be continuing to 
think about the Cooperative high school idea. It is 
too bad that the votes taken by various districts last 
June turned out as they did but it was obvious that 
the type of program outlined by the committees that 
worked so hard was not favored by the majority. 
The study will be picked up again not later than next 
Fall, but it was deemed wise at this time to wait to 
see if the report of the Interim Commission was im- 
plemented by the Legislature to make it more finan- 
cially desirable to cooperate. This time the study will 
probably be in the direction of a grades 9-12 school. 
Although I personally favor a 1-12 Cooperative for 
many reasons but primarily because it would be best 
in terms of education and cheapest in the terms of 
finances, most lay people would probably favor tak- 
ing one step at a time. 


I wish to thank the teachers and School Board 
for their cooperation and support during the past 
year. I would like to remind anyone in the district 
not to hestitate to ask if I can help with problems of 
education.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the 
State of New Hampshire, requires that school dis- 
trict annual reports show the total amount paid to 
the superintendent of schools as per the following 
quotations: “Reports. Each superintendent of a su- 
pervisory union shall annually prepare a report show- 
ing the total salary paid to the superintendent, which 
report shall show in detail the amount derived from 
the per capita tax and the amount paid directly by 
each school district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the school for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union 
No. 48 during 1961-1962 received a salary of $8,500 
which was made up as follows: $4,250 paid from the 
per capita tax and $4,250 pro-rated among the several 
school districts. Allowances of $1,200 for travel within 
the union was also pro-rated as stated above.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT FOR 1962 - 1963 


School began in September with an enrollment of 
ninety-three pupils.

Since the beginning of the school year six pupils 
have transferred to other schools because parents 
have moved from town and five new pupils have enter- 
ed. Our enrollment is now ninety-two. 

Achievement tests were given in October and 
mental ability tests in January. Results were very 
satisfactory in the majority of cases. 

Attendance on the whole has been good. As al- 
ways, there are a few with excess absences due to 
various reasons. 

Weather permitted our upper grade pupils to play 
baseball and softball until into December. 

We have rearranged our time schedule so the 
children coming on the south bus’ begin classes at 
8:10 a. m. and are dismissed to leave on the bus in 
the afternoon at 2:15 p.m. The north bus children 
arrive for classes between 8:40 and 8:45 a. m. and 
are dismissed to leave on the bus about 2:45 p. m. 
This eliminates long periods of waiting for the second 
bus to arrive and gets the children home about one- 
half hour earlier in the afternoon. 

The television programs given by the University 
of New Hampshire have not been available to us this 
year as we had hoped they would. Installation has not 
been accomplished because to this date it has been 
impossible to find a Television repairman who would 
check the Channel 11 signal. An antenna has been on 
order since the early part of December and it may be 
possible to have television reception by the time this 
is read. We do feel much benefit could be derived for 
our children in areas of Science, Art and Foreign 
Languages.

It is impossible to measure the joy children ex- 
perience in singing a song well, the satisfaction de- 
rived from playing melody bells, song flute or auto- 
harp, the pleasure of hearing a lovely phrase of 
music, or the sense of accomplishment in rhythmic 
movement.
